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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Sliould tlie 
clianges and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Dicran Halajian (Reg. No. 39,703) on June 03, 2009. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: Claims 11 and 12 are 
hereby deleted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10, 13 and 14 are allowed. 

4. With respect to independent claims 1 and 6, the instant invention is 
directed to a method of automatic execution of an application on a receiving station and 
a receiving station. The relevant prior art of record, such as Peterka (6,948,183) 
discloses dynamic security for digital television receivers allows providers and 
consumer electronic system to download applications and stops execution of an 
application associated with a previous channel when the channel is changed from the 
previous channel. Blackketter et al (6,415,438) disclose trigger having a time attribute. 
Kikinis et al (6,205,440) discloses a simulcast system web page delivery using a 3D 
user interface system. Shoff et al (6,240,555) disclose interactive entertainment system 
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for presenting supplemental interactive content together with continuous video 
programs. However, Peterka, Blackketter, Kikinis nor Shoff and any of the cited 
references teach, or suggest, alone or in combination the feature of "...enabling 
execution of the application of the stream associated with the channel in response to 
the occurrence of an enabling event indicating that the user is actively viewing the 
selected channel..." as recited in combination other features of independent claims 1 
and 6. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
